MAN  MADE  TO  RULE.  * 

I lie  prominent  idea  in  this  paragraph,  it 
seems  to  me,  is  that  of  dominion.  We  have 
thought  so  much  about  man’s  moral  nature 
and  argued  so  strenuously  about  the  char- 
acter of  the  image  in  which  man  was  cre- 
ated that  1 sometimes  think  we  have  over- 
looked almost  entirely  the  supreme  thing 
in  the  first' three  chapters  of  Genesis.  Had 
it  ever,  occurred  to  you  that  perhaps  God 
was  building  an  empire  of  a new  order  in 
His  universe  t When  we  come  to  think  about 
it,  man  is  the  connecting  link  between  the 
spiritual  and  the  material;  between  God  and 
the  earth.  He  is  made  of  the  dust  of  the 
earth;  he  bears  the  image  of  Jehovah.  If 
God’s  rule  is  to  be  something  more  than  a 
spiritual  dominion,  the  empire  must  head 
up  in  some  one  who  is  in  touch  with  both 
kingdoms— the  kingdom  of  the  intellectual 
ami  the  spiritual  and  the  divine  on  the  one 
hand,  and  the  kingdom  of  the  material,  the 
animal  the  earth  on  the  other.  Angela 
can’t  rule  in  the  world  over  its  elements  and 
forces  for  the  simple  reason  that  these  forces 
and  elements  are  out  of  their  realm.  What 
to  angels  are  gravity,  electricity,  and  mole- 
cular energy!  There  is  nothing  here  to 
conquer  for  them.  Nor  can  angels  rule 
over  the  animals  of  the  world.  There  is 
nothing  in  common  between  them.  Man 
dominates,  tames  and  controls  them  because 
he  himself  is  an  animal.  1'erhaps,  after  all, 
wlmt  God  wanted  was  ijn  empire  of  a new 
order;  an  empire  in  which  material  creation 
should  he  dominated  by  intelligence  and  all 
the  forces  inherent  in  both  matter  and  life 
so  collated  and  controlled  that  all  things 
would  work  to  the  glory  iof  God  and  the  ex- 
altation of  His  Holy  nauje.  If  this  he  His 
pur|Hise,  then  the  history  of  Eden  may  take 
on  a new  meaning.  ] 

MAN  CREATED  AND  MADE  A SOV- 
EREIGN. 

God  seems  to  have  made  man  in  His  im- 
nge  in  order  that  man  might  rule  in  this 
new  empire  He  is  related  to  the  Eternal 
One,  and  this  relation  allies  him  to  heaven 
as  no  other  creature  on  earth  is  allied.  And 
when  God  says,  “let  them  rule”  (Gen.  1 :‘_>6) 
the  relation  of  man  toward  the  rest  of  cre- 
ation is  fixed  as  that  of  sovereignty  With- 
out s|K>cial  permission,  man  could  not  exer- 
cise any  lawful  authority  in  the  earth. 
Every  creature  in  the  world  is  as  indepcu- 
dciit  of  him  as  he  is  of  them.  As  creatures, 
he  and  they  are  on  equal  footing,  and  have 


i 
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no  natural  right  either  over  the  other. 
Hence,  it  is  necessary,  if  he  is  to  rule,  to  re- 
ceive from  high  heaven  a formal  charter  of 
light  over  the  things  that  were  made.  This 
c harter  Hod  gives  him. 

But  this  charter  is  granted,  not  that  man 
may  rule  for  his  ow  n selfish  ends  and  aims 
but  that  lie  may  rule  under  God — that  he 
may  in  his  ruling  bring  in  the  Kingdom  of 
God.  Just  here  I propound  a question.  If 
man  knew  perfectly  every  law  of  God, 
physical,  organic  and  jimral,  and  rendered  a 
|HTfWt  obedience  to  all  these  laws,  what 
would  we  havef  Did  it  ever  occur  to  von 
that  perhaps  God’s  purpose  included  the 
tutorship  of  man  so  that  in  the  end,  man 
would  come  to  that  perfection  of  knowledge 
where  lie  would  be  acquainted  with  all  the 
law;  and  the  training  in  conduct  so  that  he 
would  come  to  that  perfection  of  character 
where  he  would  obey  perfectly  all  these 
laws?  And  does  it  not  strike  you  as  be- 
ing significant  that  the  first  test,  the  Edenie 
trial,  laid  the  foundation  for  just  such  a 
plan  !

I wish  for  the  sake  of  truth  to  lift  my  pen 
in  solemn  and  earnest  protest  against  the 
bold  and  sweeping  errors  in  an  article  in 
The  Builder  of  July  31st,  under  the  above 
caption,  written  by  “W,  B C.”  1 shall 

write  but  this  one  article.  The  most  ob- 
jectionable feature  of  the  article  I find  is  in 
the  following  deliverance: 

“While  the  gospel  is  a revelation  of  the 
divine  mercy  and  grace,  it  is  also,  according 
to  Rom.  1-18,  a revelation  of  the  divine 
wrath.  But  it  should  he  noted  that  this 
wrath  is  said  to  be  revealed  Hgainxt  sin  in 
all  its  forms,  *aud  against  men  only  as  they 
reject  ami  oppose  the  truth  made  known  to 
them.  This  distinction  is  of  fundamental 
importance  here,  because  it  is  so  generally 
overlooked.  The  wrath  of  God  is  not  said 
to  lie  revealed  against  man  as  man,  or  even 
" against  man  as  a sinner.  The  divine  wrath 
burns  necessarily  and  unceasingly  against 
sin;  but  it  flames  out  against  man  only  ns 
he  rebels  against:  the  light,  rejects  the  truth, 
and  deliberately  identifies  himself  with  his 
sin.  It  is  because  he  “hinders  the  truth  in 
unrighteousness.”  (Rom  1-18.)’’ 

Brother  Clifton  is  right  in  his  contention 
that  the  wrath  of  God  is  revealed  from  heav- 
\cn  against  men  “who  hinder  the  truth  in 
unrighteousness.”  (Rom.  1-18.)  That  is 
the  correct  interpretation  of  that  particular 
passage.  But  he  is  most  certainly  wrong 
in  this:  “ — and  against  men  only  as  they 
reject  and  op|sise  the  truth  made  known  un- 
to them.”  This  is  only  one  class  of  men, 
but  not  the  only  one  who  shall  be  the  victim 
of  God’s  wrath.  In  Rev.  21:8  we  find: 
“But  the  fearful  and  unbelieving,  and  the 
abominable,  and  murderers,  ami  whoremon- 
gers, and  sorcerers,  and  idolaters,  and  all 
liars  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake  which 
hornet h with  tire  and  brimstone.” 

Now  the  unbelieving  is  only  one  class  with 
many  others.  Idolaters  will  be  there.  Men 
who  how  to  stocks  ami  stones  in  heathen 
lands  who  never  knew  the  truth  ns  reveal- 
ed in  the  Gospel,  will  lie  there  and  have 
“their  part.”  I think  there  are  certainly 
degrees  in  hell  ns  taught  here.  The  wrath 
of  God  will  he  greater  upon  those  who,  hav- 
ing the  light,  reject  it,  than  ii|h)H  those  who 
have  less  or  no  light  and  yet  who  are  cor- 
rupt. 

Again  Rev.  21:27:  “And  there  shalhin 
no  wise  enter  into  anything  that  defileth. 
neither  whatsoever  worketh  abomination,  or. 
maketh  a lie.”  Now  these  who  are  left 
out  are  under  the  wrath  of  God  without  re- 
gard to  their  relationship  to  truth,  as  re- 
vealed. Again,  this  position  hardly  accords 
with  the  Scripture  which  says:  “And  were 
hy  nature  the  children  of  wrath,  even  as 
others.”  (Eph.  2:3.)  “Children”  empha- 
sizes the  connection  with  “wrath”  by  birth, 
not  alone  hy  practice;  and  certainly  not 
alone  by  “rejecting  and  opposing  the  truth 
made  known  to  them.”  The  reference  is 
not  only  to  the  fact  that  “in  time  past  ye 
walked  according  to  the  course  of  this 
world.”  etc.  which  was  the  practice  of  sin. 
hut  the  thought  is  added,  “and  were  by  na- 
ture the  children  of  wrath,  even  as  others.” 
Not  only  does  “children”  connect  them  by 
birth,  but  the  same  thought  is  seen  in  the 
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expression  “by  nature.”  as  distinct  from 
practice,  hut  the  foundation  of  it.  Being 
a sinner  “by  nature”  leads  not. only  to  the 
practice  of  sill  hut  the  rejection  of  truth 
when  it  is  presented.  Hence  the  wrath 
of  Hod  is  against  sin  whether  .that  sin  he  on 
a little  infant,  murderer,  whoremonger,  or 
on  the  Son  of  God,  by  imputation,  for  lie 
was  made  sin  for  us.  ami  the  laird  laid 
on  Him  the  iniquity  of  us  all.”  “He  loin* 
sins  in  His  own  body  on  the  tree.” 

But  the  exemplification  of  this  truth  that 
all  are  sinners  hy  nature  and  of  course  un- 
der wrath  is  sceu  in  I ’a  51:5:  Behold,  I 

was  sha|M'ti  in  iniquity;  and  in  sin  did  my 
mother  conceive  me.  • lienee,  David  j*avs 
elsewhere,  we  go  astray  as  soon  as  we  l*e 
born  sjM'aking  lies.  So  also  is  all  even  like 
sheep  have  gone  astray.  Now  this  sinful 
taint  on  initial  life  grows  and  dev.-hq**  as 
the  life  does,  hut  to  sav  the  wrath  of  God  is 
against  it  at  the  |M>int  of  rejection  of  re- 
vealed truth  is  plainly  unreasonable  and 
unseriptural.  “Bv  nature”  implies  what 
is  innate.  And  these  who  wore  children 
of  wrath”  art"  those  who  are  now  delivered 
from  wrath  by  Christ.,  How  were  they  de- 
livered from  wrath!  Is  not  Hod  eternally 
against  sin  Was  lie  not  agonist  t-h.'ir  sin 
when  they  were  under  wrath!  AVhat  be- 
came of  that  sin!  H«>d  never  can  b«4  rec- 
onciled to  sin  or  appeased,  you  say.  Even 
if  they  got  a now  life  and  are  delivered  from 
all  sin  for  the  future,  what  alanit  tile  past! 
You  say  that  is  forgiven.  But  upon  what 
ground!  Did  tile  death  of  Jesus  have  aii,\ 
effect  on  that  forgiveness!  What  connec- 
tion has  the  death  of  Jesus  with  forgive- 
ness! W'hat  about  the  wrath  of  God. that 
was  against  the  sinner  from  birth  up  to  the 
time  he  passed  out  of  death  into  life!  Did 
Christ  not  “become  a curse  for  us!  Was 
not  the  sinner  under  the  law!  Does  not  the 
law  “work  wrath!”  (Rom.  4:l->)  Ar<* 
not  these  legal  terms  and  did  not  Christ 
“redeem  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law? 
And  how  ! 'Was  not  Christ  under  the  law  ! 
“Christ  was  made  under  the  law  to  redeem 
them  that  were  under  the  law.”  If  the 
“law  worketh  wrath,  (Rom.  4:15)  does  it 
not  work  wrath  upon  those  under  it!  Then 
the  law  worketh  wrath  on  Christ.  Why! 
Was  He  a sinner!  No.  Then  it  must  have 
been  the  wrath  fell  on  Him  because  our  sin 
was  on  Him.  For  this  wrath  is  against  sin 
anywhere  and  everywhere.  Law  has  a -pen- 
alty. You  can't  conceive  of  n law  without 
a penalty.”  Law  hath  both  pr pt  and  pen- 

alty. |f  Jesus  was  under  the  law.  He  was 
also  under  the  penalty.  That  there  was  a 
penalty  is  not  a mere  inference,  and  that 
this  (H-nalty  falls  on  Christ  is  not  an  infer- 
ence, for  Paul  s|MHks  of  the  Taw's  curse 
which  is  a penalty  and  eonnocta  Christ  with 
that  cume  hy  saying  Christ  ia  the  curse. 
Now  it  was  by  virtue  of  His  righteousness 
wrong  out  in  keeping  the  law  Himself  and 
hearing  the  penalty  for  na  that  He  could 
give  us  His  righteousness  or  righteous  life 
on  the  one  hand  and  forgive  us  our  lipright- 
eousness  or  unrighteous  life  on  the  other 
hand.  This  theory  satisfies  for  past  and  fu- 
ture sins  alike  hy  laying  it  all  on  Jesus  and 
gets  everything  in  th.-  way  of  new  life  which 
Brother  Clifton's  theory  gives.  Brother

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Galatiana,  ‘‘Have  I become  your  enemy  be- 
cause I told  you  the  truth?”  He  had  not 
simply  told  them  the  truth;  he  had  been 
true  to  them.  He  says,  ‘‘have  I become 
your  enemy  because  I have  been  true  to 
you?”  So  in  the.  passage  above  referred 
to,  the  Apostle  is  saying  to  the  Ephesians 
that  they  are  not  to  he  like  children  tossed 
about  by  every  wind  hut  full  grown  men 
and  that  they  are  to  be  true,  making  their 
lives  plumb  with  God  and  the  truth;  that 
there  is  to  he  no  discord  between  them  and 
the  note  sounded  by  His  word;  that  their 
conduct  shall  square  with  the  revealed  will; 
that  the  world  shall  see  no  line  of  separa- 
tion between  them  and  the  Hook. 

Dr.  A.  II  .Strong  says  that  the  attribute 
of  truth  in  God  is  the  correspondence  of 
his  knowing  and  his  being.  This  is  what 
makes  a man  true — when,  his  being  corres- 
ponds to  his  knowing  and  his  knowing  cor- 
responds to  the  word  of'  God.  We  need 
the  apostles  and  teachers  until  we  come  to 
the  unity  of  the  faith,  tortile  knowledge  of 
the  Son  of  God  to  the  perfect  man,  the 
measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  of 
Christ.  We  will  do  this  if  we  speak  and 
deal  and  be  true,  and  in  love  grow  up  into 
Him  in  all  things 


TRUTH  IN  A VISE. 

I'anl,  in  writing  to  the  Romans,  speaks 
of  those  who  hold  or  hold  down  the  truth 
in  unrighteousness  Tile  verb  is  an  un- 
common one,  occurring  not  more  than  a half- 
dozen  times  perhaps,  and  giving  the  trans- 
lators a little  trouble,  for  they  have  hardly 
rendered  by  the  same  word  in  English  in 
any  two  eases.  It  is  used  in  very  different 
connections  hut  always  with  the  idea  of  be- 
ing tightly  gripped  and  held  as  in  a clamp 
or  vise.  Writing  simply  from  memory, 
without  the  hooka  at  hand,  there  are  the  fol- 
lowing places  where  the  Word  is  found : In 
the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  at  the  conclusion  of 
Stephen’s  speech  the  Jews  are  said  to  have 
stopped  their  ears  and  rushed  upon  him. 
They  literally  clamped  t hair  ears  with  their 
hands  in  their  furious  purpose  to  hear  no 
more  and  to  kill  him.  This  is  the  word 
used.  Again  it  is  said  of  Haul  at  Corinth 
that  he  was  ‘‘constrained  by  the  word,”  or 
"engrossed  with  the  word.”  testifying  to 
the  Jews  that  Jesus  was ‘the  Christ.  His 
mind  and  spirit  were  belli  under  the  grip 
and  under  the  power  of  an  irresistable  pur* 
-pnxe  to  proclaim  the  word.  The  same  word 
is  used  again  where  xxlitibg  to  the  Corinth- 
ians he  warns  them  that  lime  is  short  and 
they  that  buy  are  to  he  ns  if  they  possessed 
not.  Here  the  word  inditmtes  that  they  are 
not  to  have  the  idea  that! they  have  a per- 
manent hold  on  material  things  They  do 
not  have  a death  grip  (mortgage)  on  the 
world,  hut  one  that  may  be  relaxed  at  any 
time.  This  same  strong  word  is  used  when 
Haul  says,  ‘‘The  love  of  Christ  constraineth 
us.  meaning  that  it  holds  us  bound  and  dom- 
inates our  being,  determines  our  conduct  and 
compels  our  service.  This  will  give  some 
insight  into  Haul’s  meaning  when  he  says. 

I hey  hold  down  the  truth  in  unrighteous- 
ness. You  cannot  expect  an  egg  to  hatch 
it  it  is  encased  in  a block; of  ice  or  kept  in 
col, I storage.  Seeds  will  not  sprout  when 
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sown  in  the  anow,  and  truth  will  not  germi- 
nate when  held  in  the  grip  of  unrighteous- 
ness. It  must  have  a congenial  soil  and 
climate  There  is  a personal  responsibil- 
ity in  giving  the  truth  a chance.  Haul 
speaks  of  those  who  knew  God,  hut  glori- 
fied Him  not  as  God  nor  gave  thanks.  lie 
says  that  what  was  known  of  Him  was  mani- 
fest to  them  and  that  they  were  ‘‘without 
excuse.”  The  proper  acceptance  and  obed- 
ience. to  truth  multiplies  the  knowledge  of 
it.  The  abuse  of  it  destroys  it  and  brings 
confusion,  intellectual  and  moral  reprohaey. 
Wherefore  God  gave  them  up  unto  a rep- 
robate mind  and  tmcleannt-ss.  A serious 
responsibility  is  on  the  man  that  has  the 
truth  to  put  away  all  overflowing  of  wick- 
edness and  receive  with  meekness  the  en- 
grafted word.

B®  while  he  was  considering  the 
mortgage.  >£iieh  he  knew  would  hurt  his 
credit.  esireHally  in  his  own  community,  a 
tnend  who  §jiis  the  general  agent  of  a great 
insurance  cJUipany  m which  he  had  a large 
poliey  to  anture  noon,  came  to  him  and.

Busin  ss  grew,  and 
Tfrom  one  packing-houac  there  have  eoine  to 
he  two  branches.  Men  willingly  pay  a lit- 
tle higher  price  for  the  meat*  than  they  do 
for  other,  and  prosperity  haa'come  hr  him, 
his  home,  and  his  business. 

Sometime  ago  the  government  was  pros- 
ecuting the  beef  trust.  hiuI  this  particular 
packer  was  summoned  «s  a witness.  At- 
torney^ icncral  .Knox  asked  him  the  pointed 
question:  “IIow  much  rebate  did  you  get 

from  the  railroads  last  year?”  “Npt  a 
dollar.  he  replied.  The  answer  was  so 
amazing  that  Mr.  Knox  thought  he  was  jok- 
ing. and  warning  him  that  the  matter  was 
not  one  to  he  joked  on,  repeated  the  ques- 
tion with  strong  emphasis.  Straightening 
his  shoulders,  and  throwing  hack  his  head, 
he-  looked  the  prosecutor  straight  in  the  face 
and  replied;  “Not  a dollar.  I have  never 
received  a dollar  rebate  in  my  life.” 

At  once  he  was  accused  from  the  witness- 
stand,  and  as  lie  went  out  one  of  the  other 
packers  took  him  by  the  hand  and  said:  “I 
would  give  a million  dollars  to  be  able  to 
say  what  you  did  today.” 

And  it  all  came  through  the  mighty  pow- 
er of  the  one  word— “Cod.”  Mr.  Hood- 
man  used  Ibis  illustration  in  emphasizing 
the  fact  that  we  should  not  only  study  the 
Bible  hut  apply  it. — Zion's  Advocate.

membership  in  our  alumni  association  of 
Mississippi.

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Why  Go  at  Once  from  College  to  IJenunary. 

By  W.  O.  Carver,  I).  1).* 

First,  because  in  that  way  you  net  the 
fullest  advantage  of  your  fresh  study  and- 
accurate  knowledge  of  Greek.  l»atin  and  oth- 
er languages:  of  philosophy,  sociology  and 
other  psychological  studies;  and  of  general 
history  which  is  the  inevitable  background 
for  th  h ud\  of  church  hist"r\  ^ There  al- 
so iiiaiiy  branches  of  the  college  course  that 
constitute  a definite  preparation  for  the 
seminary  course  that  it  is  of  very  di-eid1  I 
advantage  for  the  student  to  go  right  on  to 
the  completion  of  the  s miliary  course  while 
he  has  these  courses  in  full  command. 

Second,  there  is  the  fact  that  a man  has 
now  regular  habits  of  study  that  it  will  Is* 
impossible,  and  not  desirable,  that  he  shall 
inanitaiu  in  the  same  way  in  the  pastorate, 
but  which  he  would  have  again  to  acquire 
should  he  later  attend  the  suminary.  It  is 
to  be  lidpcd  that  the  prcaclu-r  will  always 
he  a systematic  student./  But  thy  system  ot 
the  active  pastor  cannot  lie  that  of  the 
school  student. 

Third,  one  thus  continues  the  fellow-shins 
of  the  men  whit  have  studied  with  him  in 
college  and  makes  new  friendships  with 
many  similar  men  fresh  from  the  other  col- 
leges. There  is  thus  an  at-hoine-ncss  in  his 
seminary  Work  that  will  be  missed  if  one 
postpones  his  course  to  later  years. 

Fourth,  the  college  graduate  is  usually  of 
an  age  to  suggest  that  he  ought  to  finish  his 
school  days  and  enter  fully  upon  his  life 
work  at  the  earliest  time  |H)ssihle  consist- 
ently with  the  purpose  to  have  a full  prep- 
aration for  his  work.  A man  would  better 
go  to  school  at  forty  than  not  at  all.  But 
the  college  graduate  has  no  need  and  so  no 
right,  to  he  going  at  forty.  Ia*t  him  go  at 
once. 

Fifth,  there  is  the  great  doubt  whether  he 
will  ever  go  if  he  does  not  go  right  <yi  the 
next  session  after  completing  his  college 
course. 

There  is  a considerable  nundier  of  men 
who  have  such  a conceit  of  themselves  that 
they  do  not  think  that  they  really  have  any 
great  need  "of  a seminary  course  ^ They 
would  like  to  take  one  because  it  is  expected 
of  them  in  these  days.  But  they  Hrc  quite 
sure  that  they  can  more  than  make  good 
without  it.  They  are  usually  fine  fellows 
that  think  thus.  too.  They  can  do  good 
work,  but  they  are  making  the  good  the  en- 
emy of  the  boat,  and  wronging  the  Kingdom 
and  tlie  churches  in  not  getting  ready  for 
the  greatest  service. 

But  the  college  men  most  often  lost  from 
seminary  courses  do  not  come  from  this  class 
of  the  self-sufficient.  It  is  rather  from  that 
large  number  that  for  one  reason  or  anoth- 
er, or  from  a combination  of  reasons,  allow 
themselves  to  think  that  it  will  be  better  to 
“drop  out  for  a year  or  two  and  then  go  t" 
the  seminary.”  We  who  have  had  occas- 
ion to  olwerve  such  eases  can  testify  that 
not  nearly  half  of  the  men  who  follow  such 
a plan  ever  get  to  the  seminary  at  all.  In 
the  large  majority  of  cases  the  postponement 
of  the  seminary  course  results  in  its  aban- 
donment. 

Among  those  who  do  take  a seminary 
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course  later  a great  part  take  oulv  a partial 
course,  whereas  they  would  have  taken  the 
full  course  if  they  had  gone  on  at  once  from 
the  college.  The  reasons  for  this  are  part- 
ly obvious  and  cannot  be  staled  qow  The 
w ise  young  man  will  profit  by  the  ekpenen.-e 
and  observation  of  others,  and  will  not  de- 
cide that  he  cannot  go  until  he  has  learn  d 
from  full  inquiry  all  the  facts  iu  the  ease, 
and  then  will  usually  find  that  it  can  he 
made  possible  for  him  to  gu

real  and  the  distinction  is  just  as  real  as  you 
niHkc  it. 

I am  enjoying  very  much  the  editorial 
page  of  the  pa|>er,  and  find  myself  invol- 
untarily turning  to  it  as  soon  as  I open  it 
Especially  atn  1 enjoying  what  you  are  say- 
ing about  the  mission  cause  and  mission 
methods.  You  have  been  striking  the  nail 
on  the  head.  1 lu»|>e  you  will  clinch  it 

It  seems  to  pie,  looking  at  it  from  this 
vantage  groumf.  that  the  greatest  need  of 
the  mission  cause  on  the  home  hfise  is  a'tnore 
accurate  knowledge  of  tlie  actual  facts  ns 
they  exist  on  the  mission  -fields. 

This  is  not  a criticism  of  what  the  people 
know — in  amount — for  many  have  been  life- 
long students  of  this  question  ;•  but  it  is  a 
criticism  of  the  character  of  what  they  know 
and  of  the  present  day  opportunity  of  get- 
ting at  the  facts  as  they  exist  What  'i- 
written  in  Ixsik  form  and  articles  by  mis 
siouaries  to  home  pa|*crs.  all.  present  facts, 
hut  not  all  of  the  facts,  nor  the  essential 
facts  that  are  nee •■ssarV  to  lay  this  business 
upon  the  hearts  of  the  |>cop|c,  It  is  like 
studying  the  statute  liooks  in  order  to  get 
a knowledge  of  the  constitution. 

To  give  the  reasons  for  saying  this.  I need 
only  add  that  if  1 had  remained  at  home 
these  four  years  and  had  studied  the  mission 
problems  hk  closely  ss  anyone  has,  with  all 
the  materials  for  study  that  otic  has  had.  1 
should  not  have  been  led  out  iu  the  direc- 
tion that  conditions  here  have  forced  me.  «

He  l.ea<leth  Mr. 

At  the  Central  Presbyterian  church 
in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  Professor  Jos- 
eph Henry  Gilmore,  emeritus  profes- 
sor of  English  at  the  University  of 
Rochester,  told  of  how  he  came  to 
yirlte  the  words  of  the  famous  hymn. 
'•He  Leadeth  Me."  which  will  have 
neen  written  fifty  years  next  spring, 
fhe  hymn  Is  one  of  the  favorites 
used  In  Chrlsti.if  churches.  In 
part,  he  said:  "I  was  graduated 

from  Newton  Theological  Seminary 
in  1862,  and  shortly  afterwardB  went 
to  supply  the  First  Baptist  church 
at  Philadelphia  as  a candidate.  They 
had  there  a Wednesday  evening  ser- 
vice at  which  prospective  candidates 
were  ‘tried  out.’  1 intended  to 
give  an  exposition  of  the  Twenty- 
third  Psalm  at  the  meeting,  and  had 
started,  but  had  got  no  further  than 
the  words,  ‘He  Leadeth  Me.’  The 
words  repealed  themselves  to  me, 
appealing  by  their  beauty  and  sym- 
pathy. 

“After  the  meeting  I went  next 
door  to  the  home  of  Deacon  Watson, 
and  a small  party  of  us  gathered  in 
a room,  talking,  among  them  being 
Mrs.  Gilmore,  the  deacon  and  his 
wife.  We  began  talking  about  the 
blessedness  of  divine  leadership,  and 
how  God  worked.  I took  my  pen- 
cil and  wrote  the  hymn  then  and 
there  while  we  were  talking,  and 
handed  It  to  my  wife,  thinking  no 
more  about  it. 

"She  sent  It  to  the  Watchman  and 
Reflector.  published  In  Boston 
William  T.  Bradbury  saw  it  and  set 
it  to  music.  I came  to  Rochester 
to  preach  at  the  Second  Baptist 
church  and  before  the  service,  went 
to  the  chapel  with  President  Robtn- 
son  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and 
President  Anderson  of  the  University 
of  Rochester. 

"1  happened  to  pick  up  a hymn 
book,  and  by  chance  the  book  hap- 
pened to  open  Itself  to  ray  own 
hymn,  which  I did  not  know  had 
been  set  to  music. 

"Although  1 have  never  received 
a penny  for  It,  I feel  more  than  re- 
paid in  the  letters  of  testimony  1 
have  received,  telling  of  the  bene- 
fits people  have  received  from  it.  It 
seems  to  have  appealed  to  those  In 
distress  in  particular.  All  the  ro- 
mance connected  with  the  hymn  is 
contained  In  these  expressions  to 
myself.  1 have  a letter  from  Japan 
stating  that  In  Japanese  missions  It 
Is  the  one  hymn  which  is  loved,  es- 
pecially by  the  women.  It  was  sung 
as  a typical  Christian  hymn  in  a Chi- 
nese Court  of  Justice  for  the  Judge. 
I little  dreamed  when  I wrote  It  that 
It  would  go  all  over  the'  world." — 
The  Watchman.
